ANNUAL REPORT — FISCAL YEAR 1970-71 


(The Universities Act requires, in section 76, that the Universities Commis- 
sion submit a report annually to the Minister of Education, to be tabled 
during the next session of the legislature, covering each fiscal year, viz. April 
1 to March 31 next following. It also requires that reports from each 
university be submitted.) 


A. THE ALBERTA UNIVERSITIES COMMISSION 


if: 


Origin 

The Alberta Universities Commission was created, effective 
April 1, 1966, by the Universities Act, 1966. Under the provisions 
of the Act, there are four universities now operating in Alberta — 
the University of Alberta (1908), the University of Calgary 
(1966), the University of Lethbridge (1967), and Athabasca Uni- 
versity (1970). The Commission was established to act on behalf 
of the Government of Alberta in certain matters, and as an 
intermediary between the universities and the Government. 


Composition and Staff 


The Act provides that the Commission shall consist of nine 
members: 


(a) A full-time Chairman, appointed by the Lieutenant- 
Governor-in-Council. 

(b) The Deputy Minister of Education and the Deputy Provincial 
Treasurer, and 

(c) Six other persons, appointed by the Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council.

In addition to the Chairman the full-time officers of the 
Commission were Dr. A.M. Kristjanson, Academic Planning Offi- 
cer; Mr. J.R.B. Jones, Capital Planning Officer; Mr. H.W. Ford, 
Secretary and Financial Analyst; and Dr. G. Loken, Research and 
Information Officer. 


Functions 


The functions of the Commission and the nature of its role in 
relation to the universities and the Government are defined in 
those sections of the Universities Act which refer to the Commis- 
sion. The following are the more specific powers or areas of 
responsibility of the Commission: 


(a) To require and gather information related to the function, 
form and financing of university education, and to make such 
information available to the universities and the Government; 


(b) To regulate the extension, expansion or establishment of 
university programs, services or facilities in order to avoid 
undesirable or unnecessary duplication; 


(c) To recommend to the Government a level of annual support 
for both operating and capital needs of the universities; 


(d) To allocate among the several universities such support as is 
voted by the Legislature for both current and capital pur- 
poses; 


(e) To act as trustee of funds as may be given or bequeathed or 
which arise from escheated estates under the Ultimate Heir 
Act and to distribute income therefrom among the univer- 
sities; 

(f) To borrow money by debenture or otherwise, subject to the 
approval of the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council, for the pur- 
poses of the universities; 


(g) To act as an intermediary between the Government and the 
universities and between universities; 


(h) To do such other things as the Lieutenant-Governor-in- 
Council may direct or as the Act may require in relation to 
various university bodies. 


Meetings 


During the fiscal year 1970-71, the Commission held 9 meet- 
ings — 7 at Edmonton, 1 at Calgary, and 1 at Lethbridge. 


Legislation 


In discussion with the Minister of Education, it was agreed 
that major amendments to the Universities Act should be deferred 
until receipt of the report of the Commission on Educational 
Planning and the report of the Co-ordinating Council on its study 
of the relations between universities and Government with particu- 
lar reference to the role of the Universities Co-ordinating Council. 


Two amendments passed at the 1971 session of the Legisla- 
ture should be noted:

At the request of the University of Alberta, section 33.(4) of 
the Universities Act was amended to permit the appointing of 
students as well as staff to the General Faculties Council as 
appointed members. 


Section 66.(1) was added to the Universities Act to clarify 
the criteria and procedure for approval and provision of 
grants in an amount equal to the funds raised by gift or 
public subscription under the ‘Three Alberta Universities” 
fund raising campaign. 


Business Transacted 


(a) 


Studies 


In discussions with the Premier and the Minister of 
Education in May of 1970 it was agreed that the Universities 
Commission should initiate and fund studies pertaining to 
certain Ongoing operations and future development of the 
universities. Where desirable, such studies were to be con- 
ducted in co-operation with such provincial agencies as the 
Department of Education, the Alberta Colleges Commission, 
the Commission on Educational Planning and the Human 
Resources Research Council. Following discussion and in 
co-operation with the universities, the Co-ordinating Council 
and these other provincial agencies, several studies were un- 
dertaken by the Commission. Other studies proposed by the 
universities. and the Co-ordinating Council were partly or 
wholly funded by the Universities Commission. The staff 
officers of the Commission were members of most of the 
study committees and acted as chairman of several of the 
committees. The various studies are outlined below. 


(i) The Commission established a Library Rationalization 
Committee to study and report on the problems and 
Opportunities for rationalization of library services for 
post-secondary institutions in Alberta. Membership on 
the Committee represented the Universities Commis- 
sion, the Colleges Commission, the universities, the col- 
leges, the Provincial Department of Education and the 
Human Resources Research Council. 


(ii) A Steering Committee on Computer Development was 
established to study the question of rationalization of 
computer facilities for post-secondary education in 
Alberta. Membership on the Committee came from the 
Universities Commission, the Colleges Commission, the 
universities, the colleges, the Technical Institutes, the 
Provincial Department of Education and the Human 
Resources Research Council. It is hoped that a final 
report will be available no later than the middle of 


ihe 


(iii) In early 1971, a Committee on Common Information 


Needs and Systems was established by the Commission. 
The Committee, whose membership represents the uni- 
versities and the Commission, has been given the task of 
working towards common information needs and sys- 
tems for the universities and the Commission. Hopefully 
in the future the work can be extended to include other 
post-secondary institutions in Alberta. 


(iv) The Steering Committee on an Academic Master Plan, 


(v) 


established in late 1969, continued its studies through- 
out the year. The Committee has established task forces 
on General Education, Professional-Vocational programs 
and Research and Graduate studies. Membership on the 
Committee includes representatives from the Univer- 
sities Commission, the Colleges Commission, each of the 
four universities, the Department of Education and the 
Banff School of Fine Arts. 


A Committee on Space Needs and Formulas, with mem- 
bership from the universities and the Commission, was 
formed to review the capital requirements of the univer- 
sities and to recommend policies and procedures for 
projecting space and other needs and for the allocation 
of Government capital grants. This Committee has a 
subcommittee charged with recommending standard 
procedures and terminology and general review of sys- 
tems for maintaining facilities inventories, space plan- 
ning and utilization programs. The computerized space 
inventory and utilization program was initiated under 
the general direction of consultants hired by the Univer- 
sities Commission. 


(vi) A Committee on Building Specifications was formed to 


improve the economy and efficiency on the design, 
construction management and operating maintenance of 
physical plants. Major areas of study include building 
performance guidelines, building cost data, modular lab- 
oratory furniture, standard contract documents and pro- 
cedures, design fees, construction management system, 
unit costs of physical plant operation, fire prevention 
measures and flexible laboratory design. This group, 
composed of university and Commission members, is 
associated with the Western Universities Physical Plant 
Administrators of Canada and participates in joint con- 
ferences and exchanges of information. 


(vii) A Committee dealing with Laboratory Animal Facilities 


was formed to review long range university plans for the 
development of facilities for the holding and breeding of 
animals to be used for instruction and research. The 
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object is to facilitate interuniversity co-operation and to 
avoid unnecessary duplication. Membership on_ this 
Committee represents the universities and Commission. 


(viii) The universities and Commission formed a committee to 
review the problems of radioactive and chemical waste 
disposal. This Committee met with officials of the De- 
partment of the Environment. Universities are making 
detailed studies of their internal problems. It is hoped 
that they can participate in the planning and use of joint 
disposal systems under provincial regulations. 


(ix) The Commission approved support of a committee of 
the Co-ordinating Council to study student transfer be- 
tween colleges and universities, affiliation of colleges to 
universities and related matters. The Academic Planning 
Officer of the Commission was a member of this Com- 
mittee. 


— 


(x) The Commission approved funding in aid of a study on 
University Continuing Education and Extension. The 
study was the responsibility of a special subcommittee 
of the Co-ordinating Council’s Standing Committee on 
Continuing Education. Membership on this subcommit- 
tee included the Academic Planning Officer of the Com- 
mission and a representative of the Senates of the Uni- 


versities of Alberta, Calgary and Lethbridge. 


(xi) The Commission agreed to support a study to be done 
by a committee of the Co-ordinating Council on the 
relations between universities and Government and the 
role of the Universities Co-ordinating Council. 


(xii) The Commission agreed to provide support for cost 
studies which are being carried out at the Universities of 
Alberta and Calgary. The cost studies will, among other 
things, provide information which can be used to assess 
the enrolment unit weightings being used by the Com- 
mission (see Appendix 1). The cost study data will be 
available early in 1972. 


(b) Academic Planning and Relationships 


(i) An agreement was concluded whereby the College 
Saint-Jean was integrated with the University of Alberta 
under the name, Collége Universitaire Saint-Jean. It thus 
became possible for students of the University of Alber- 
ta to take courses in the French language and in a 
French cultural setting at the College Universitaire 
Saint-Jean while attaining University of Alberta degrees. 
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(ii) The Academic Planning Officer of the Commission 
served as Co-ordinator of the Task Force on Post- 
Secondary Education of the Commission on Educa- 
tional Planning. The Chairman of the Commission 
served as a member of the Task Force on Post-Secon- 
dary Education. 


(iii) The Academic Planning Officer of the Universities Com- 
mission was a member, with his counterparts from the 
Provinces of Saskatchewan and Manitoba, on a subcom- 
mittee of the Inter-Provincial Committee on University 
Rationalization which prepared an ‘‘Academic Inven- 
tory’ for the universities of the Prairie Provinces. 


(iv) The Chairman of the Commission continued to serve on 
the Inter-Provincial Committee on University Rational- 
ization and as a member of the subcommittee on Post- 
Secondary Education, Council of Ministers. 


(v) The following academic programs were approved during 
the year: 


— Ph.D. in Meteorology, University of Alberta 
— Master of Visual Arts, University of Alberta 


— Forest Sciences Program in the Faculty of Agricul- 
ture, University of Alberta 


— B.A. (special) program, University of Alberta 

— Ph.D. in Educational Psychology, University of

— Bachelor of Social Work Program, University of 
Calgary. 


(c) University Operational Financing 


(i) Upon the recommendation of the Universities Commis- 
sion (supported by the universities), the policy of the 
Government that the universities should be provided 
with operating funds on the basis of a sum per actual 
full-time student enrolled as at December 1 was changed 
for the fiscal year 1971-72. It had become apparent that 
such a policy did not adequately provide for the year- 
to-year variations in non-formula operating costs such as 
the development costs of Athabasca University, the 
emergent costs of the University of Lethbridge, the 
development and emergent costs of certain new pro- 
grams such as the Faculty of Medicine at Calgary, and 
support for the Banff School of Fine Arts and public 
service programs at the universities. The use of actual 
enrolments as at December 1, when the university finan- 
cial year commences on April 1, did not permit satisfac- 
tory planning in a university as the actual operating 
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(ii)

grants could be considerably above or below the fore- 
casts used in budgeting and budget control. The Govern- 
ment thus decided, for 1971-72, to base the operating 
grant on projected, rather than actual, enrolments which 
meant that the total funds provided for in the estimates 
approved by the Legislature would be paid to the Com- 
mission for distribution to the universities. The Commis- 
sion and the universities were most pleased that the 
Government decided to accept their recommendation 
and change the policy regarding operating financing. 


For the 1971-72 year, the Government agreed to pro- 
vide the Universities Commission with a grant of $89.5 
million for the operating support of the universities and 
the Banff School of Fine Arts. This amount was approx- 
imately 2% below the Commission’s recommendation. 
In its determination of the operating grant request and 
in its submission to Government, the Commission again 
distinguished between formula and non-formula support 
(referred to as student-related and non-student related 
support in last year’s Annual Report). The division of 
the total approved grant among institutions and as be- 
tween the formula and non-formula areas was left to the 
Commission. In approving the grant of $89.5 million, 
the Government anticipated that there would be no 
increase in tuition fees in 1971-72. 


The operating support for the 1970-71 fiscal year, based 
on the old formula of actual enrolments at December 1, 
1970, was considerably below estimate due to a signifi- 
cant drop in actual enrolment below estimates. To assist 
the established universities to adjust to this shortfall, as 
well as provide funds for Athabasca University and the 
Banff School of Fine Arts, the Government provided a 
supplementary grant in 1970-71 of $2,023,210. This 
grant was allocated by the Commission as follows:

University of Calgary 450,743 
University of Lethbridge 180,910 
Athabasca University 104,000 
Banff School of Fine Arts 300,000

The formulas used for distributing both the regular and 
supplementary grants in 1970-71 are contained in Ap- 
pendix 1 of this report. The formula used for the regular 
grant distribution was substantially the same as in pre- 
vious years with the bonus multiplier for the University 
of Lethbridge being reduced from 1.30 (1969-70) to 1.25. 
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(v) The Commission’s Financial Analyst was a member of a 
subcommittee of the Inter-Provincial Committee on Un- 
iversity Rationalization (IPCUR). This subcommittee 
was requested to prepare comparable 1968-69 operating 
expenditures per student figures for the universities in 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba. A report was pre- 
sented to IPCUR in October, 1971. 


(d) University Capital Financing 


(i) The universities continued to draw on funds under the 
provision of $185,000,000 for capital projects for the 
five years 1967-68 to 1971-72. 


(ii) During 1970-71 funds required by the universities were 
included in the estimates. Project proposals by the uni- 
versities were reviewed by the Commission, and sub- 
mitted to the Capital Development Committee for ap- 
proval. 


(iii) The Three Alberta Universities campaign (3 AU Cam- 
paign) for donations (which when committed are to be 
matched by the Government) continued through 
1970-71 and is still in progress. As of March 31, 1971, 
the campaign pledges were over $13,000,000 of which 
$5,550,198 had been received. No matching grants were 
received during the year. 


(iv) With the inclusion of $40,000,000 in the capital esti- 
mates for 1970-71, the determination of the 1971-72 
estimates was made by using the final year balance of 
the $185,000,000 five-year capital grant, amounting to 
$28,749,000, as a first year in the preliminary outline 
for a new five-year capital program. It is the hope of the 
universities and the Universities Commission that five 
year revolving capital budgeting can be developed and 
approved by the Government so as to permit more 
satisfactory planning and development. 


Commission Finances 


The Balance Sheet, Statement of Revenue and Expenditure, 
Statement of Trust Fund Operations, and the Report of the 
Provincial Auditor are included as Appendix 2. 


The operating expenditures of the Commission (exclusive of 
contra accounts) for fiscal 1970-71 amounted to $247,868, pro- 
ducing an operating deficit of $2,178. This level of expenditures 
was $72,509 higher than the previous year. Two-thirds of this 
increase was due to: 


(a) A change in the accounting treatment of professional examin- 
ations revenue, and 


(b) The inclusion, for the first time in the Commission’s ac- 


counts, of the Advisor to the Schools of Nursing. 


The operating expenditures exclude the costs of the various 


studies referred to under subsection 6. A special reserve for studies 
has been set up (see note 2 in Appendix 2), against which the costs 
of the studies have been, and will continue to be, charged. 


Money received by the Commission under The Ultimate Heir 


Act and held in trust amounted to $59,204. Income earned on the 
trust fund totalled $74,736 for the fiscal year. The distribution to 
the universities for student aid and research purposes was:

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Finance — Capital 


University capital spending in 1970-71, exclusive of expendi- 
tures on library books, amounted to $50,409,000 of which 
$45,443,000 was funded from Provincial Government grants. 
(This compares with $33,958,000 and $28,652,000, the corre- 
sponding figures for 1969-70). (Table 3) 


Regarding the money provided by the Government, the Leg- 
islature for fiscal 1970-71 placed $40,000,000 in the budget for 
capital expenditures by the universities and the Banff School of 
Fine Arts. Including the balance of the 1969-70 grant 
($7,819,000), distribution to the institutions as capital grants to 
meet their forecast expenditures amounted to $44,202,500. The 
remaining funds were distributed to meet the capital needs in 
April, 1971. 


The universities spent $2,808,000 on library books, all of 
which was provided out of current revenues and capitalized. 


The book value of all fixed assets at the universities and the 
Banff School, as at March 31, 1971, was $342,835,000. (Table 4) 


Concerning physical facilities (Table 5), in 1970-71 the uni- 
versities had 4,151,000 net assignable square feet of non- 
residential space at their disposal compared with 3,464,000 the 
previous year. This amounted to 143 net square feet or 237 gross 
square feet per student, which means that the serious space defi- 
ciency incurred during the years of rapidly mounting enrolments is 
being overcome and that carefuily planned buildings are now 
becoming available.

The amounts received as research grants (Table 7) again 
showed an increase over the previous year although the rate 
of increase was significantly less than it had been in the past 
several years. The Federal Government departments and 
agencies continued to be the largest contributor, providing 
about three-quarters of the research funds. The research 
funds received from outside sources do not become a part of 
the regular operating budgets of the universities. The total 
research grants are shown below:

With the exception of small amounts in support of Vocational Education and Social 
Welfare programs, 1966-67 was the last year the Federal Government made direct grants 
to the universities. This is the reason for the large drop in Federal grants between 
1966-67 and 1967-68 shown in the above figures. However, beginning in 1967-68, a five 
year agreement went into effect in which the Federal Government agreed to reimburse 
the provinces for 50 per cent of the cost of approved expenditures for post-secondary 
education. The Federal Government is thus still making a significant contribution to the 
costs of post-secondary education with the money going directly to the provinces rather 
than to the universities as was the case prior to 1967-68. 


. Beginning in 1965-66 interest was shown as an income item. Prior to that, it had been 


netted out of the administrative departments expense, i.e., the interest earned was used 
to reduce expenditures rather than as an income item. This change in accounting explains 
the jump in other income between 1964-65 and 1965-66. The interest earned figures, in 
thousands of dollars, for 1960-61 through 1964-65 were: 1960-61, 11; 1961-62, 27; 
1962-63, 48; 1963-64, 87; and 1964-65, 158.

GL; Gc, and Ga are the regular Government grants to the Universities 
of Lethbridge, Calgary and Alberta respectively.

BMc is the bonus multiplier applied to the Calgary enrolment units 
when determining the distribution of the grant between Alberta and 
Calgary, i.e., the Calgary bonus multiplier is not applied in the 
formula used for calculating the Lethbridge grant. The multiplier 
factor, which was 1.005 in 1970-71 and will be 1.0 in the future, is 
in lieu of the administrative establishment grants which were given 
in the past. 


WB is the grant provided to the University of Alberta to support the 
Western Board of Music. In 1970-71, this grant amounted to $25,000. 


CSJ is the grant given to the University of Alberta for the seven 
month support of Collége Universitaire Saint-Jean which became a 
part of the University on September 1, 1970. This grant amounted to 
$138,305 in 1970-71. In future years, the Collége will be treated 
the same as the other faculties at the University, i.e. its students 
will be included in the December 1 count for grant purposes. 


FCc and FC, are first call grants to the Universities of Calgary and 
Alberta in support of activities (such as the departments of extension) 
which bear no relationship to student enrolment, and for new programs 
which as yet have few, or no, students to support them. In 1970-71, 
the first call grants were: Alberta $740,000 and Calgary $1,465,000. 

By comparison, the 1969-70 first call grants (which were reported 
incorrectly in last year's Annual Report) were: Alberta $678,000 and 


Calgary $1,063,700.
